EDITORIAL  REPORTS 

GENERAL  SERIES  -  DR.  SYLVIA  VAN  KIRK. 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  work  has  proceeded  satis¬ 
factorily  on  the  production  of  several  volumes. 

The  next  volume,  which  has  been  typeset  and  should 
be  published  by  July  1985,  is  Volume  1  of  Captain  Henry 
Bayfield's  Journals  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Survey.  It  has  been 
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edited  by  Ruth  McKenzie  and  promises  to  be  an  interesting 
and  attractive  volume.  It  will  be  followed  by  Volume  II 
of  Bayfield's  Journals  which  should  appear  by  the  fall  of 
the  next  year. 

There  has  been  an  important  editorial  change  for  the 
upcoming  volume  on  the  Records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial 
Society.  Professor  John  Moir  has  undertaken  to  see  this 
volume  to  completion  and  his  name  will  appear  as  co-editor 
with  Elizabeth  McDougall.  Hopefully  this  volume  will  follow 
the  Bayfield  volumes. 

The  next  volumes  will  be  a  two-volume  edition  of  the 
Journals  of  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger.  Professor  Barry 
Gough  is  working  on  revisions  to  Volume  I.  The  submission 
of  Volume  II  is  expected  shortly. 

Our  other  commissioned  volumes  to  date  are:  The  Reports 
of  William  Duncan  of  Metlakatla,  edited  by  Prof.  Morris 
Zaslow;  The  Letters  and  Memoranda  of  O.D.  Skelton,  edited 
by  Dr.  Norman  Hillmer:  The  Letters  of  Gilbert  Malcolm  Sproat , 
1876-1900 ,  edited  by  Prof.  Robin  Fisher;  and  The  Hale-Amherst 
Correspondence,  1798-1826,  edited  by  Prof.  Roger  Hall.  With 
our  publication  schedule  of  one  volume  approximately  every 
18  months,  this  list  takes  us  well  into  the  1990's. 

ONTARIO  SERIES  -  DR.  P.D.W.  MCCALLA. 

At  its  meeting  earlier  this  afternoon.  Council  approved 
a  new  volume  for  the  Series,  to  be  edited  by  Dr.  Bruce  Wilson 
of  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada,  on  The  Niagara  Frontier, 
1760-1812 .  Dr.  Wilson  is  the  author  of  several  volumes  on 
the  period  and/or  the  region,  and  I  look  forward  very  much 
to  working  with  him  on  this  volume. 

The  volume  on  The  Rebellion  of  1837  is  now  just  about 
to  be  printed.  As  it  is  a  very  long  work,  this  will  take 
some  time,  but  I  hope  the  volume  will  be  mailed  to  Members 
before  the  end  of  July.  The  trade  edition,  in  the  Carleton 
Library  Series,  has  been  announced  at  the  very  attractive 
price  of  $10.95. 

Progress  continues  at  varying  rates  on  other  volumes 
of  the  Series.  I  expect  to  begin  my  final  editorial  work 
on  Peter  Baskerville ' s  volume  on  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada 
almost  immediately.  Recently  I  received  from  Richard  Reid 
a  further  and  quite  promising  instalment  of  material  for 
his  Ottawa  Valley  volume.  Prof.  S.  F.  Wise  reports  that 
basic  organization  and  collation  of  the  voluminous  material 
on  the  Upper  Canadian  Legislative  Debates  is  very  nearly 
completed.  Other  Series  volumes  are  F.  H.  Armstrong  and 
Dan  Brock,  London  to  1848;  Cornelius  Jaenen,  Ontario  in 
e — French _ Regime  to  1700;  and  John  Weaver  and  Robert  Fraser
